the TJ. S. immigration commission, was 
in Jackson the early part of this week. 
He isidentified. with a branch of the 
commission whose headquarters 
are in 


San Francisco. 
Alaw was passed 


congress in1903 providing that an alien 
who is found inany penal or charitable 
institution or insane 
asylum 
within 


three years of his landing inthe United 
States, may be deported— sent back 
to 


the country from which ho came at 
the expense of the steamship 
company 


which brought him to this country. 
Mr. Snyder's visit to Jackson 
was for 


the purpose of gathering statistics and 
information with the view of enforcing 
the provisions of this law. 
Any for- 


eigner found in the jails under sentence 
(orawaiting trialitis claimed) offelony, 
orinhospitals, suffering 
from consti- 


tutional 
disease,- 
or 
who becomes 
a 


public charge from causes 
which had 
their origin prior to his landing, is 
'liable to be shipped 
from the country 
under this law. 
And the government 
is taking steps looking to the strict en- 
forcement of this salutary measure. 
If 


any undesirable foreigners are found in 
Amador county that come within the 
operation of this act, the county would 
have to pay the expense of their ship- 
ment to the nearest 
port. 
The cost of 
taking them thence 
would fall upon 
the government, to be thereafter 
col 
lected from the steamship 
company. 
This is the first visit of an official to 
this county under 
this law. 
A num- 
ber of crimes have recently 
been com- 
mitted inthis county by aliens, 
and if 


any of them can be gotten rid of with- 
out the expense of trial,itis considered 
advisable to take steps to that end.

a fair idea can.be reached

standpoint. 


They are more unscruplous in their 
methods.. They do not hesitate 
to 


make alliances within and without 
their own party lines. 
They seek to

themselves 
in office, 
and 


their conduct 
in office 
is 
often 


warped by this self-seeking spirit. 
Every plan to accumulate 
patronage 


is 
advocated, 
no 
matter 
if 
the 


scheme 
is palpably detrimental 
to 


public interests. 
They do not hesi- 


tate to shut off revenue 
from the 
public treasury, ifby so doing they 
secure 
increased 
patronage 
to be 
given to their satelites 
for past and

that tree." Itold her 1did not think 
anyone would cut that, as there were 
top many graves near it, and there 
might be some damage done bycutting 
It. AsI 
entered the gate on Sunday 
morning I 
noticed that there was some- 
thing missing, and on going a fewsteps 
further Ifound that the noble old pine 
that had stood as a sentinel on guard 
over the dead for untold years 
was 
gone. Itseemed likethe passing away 
of an old friend to find just the bare 
stump inplace of the only pine tree in 
the cemetery. It was said that the 
object of cutting off the trees 
was for 
the purpose of clearing the ground. 
Any one 
would suppose 
thoy 
were 
clearing a piece ofland for cultivation. 
The suggestion has been made several

solemnly passed an ordinance 
of seces- 


sion from Tennessee.

the state reconsidered 
in June, Frank- 
lincounty was mollified and renewed

County* 


"The county 
of 
Franklin, In my 


state," said a Tennessee 
man, "has the 


unique distinction of being the 
only 


county 
that ever undertook 
to secede 


from the state to which it belonged. 
A 


great many people have doubtless for- 
gotten that 
tbe people 
of Tennessee 


voted twice on the proposition to secede 
from the Union. 
At the first election 


in February 
there 
was .an enormous 
majority—about 
100,000—ugainst 
dis- 


union. 
A few months later, when the 


attack on Fort Sumter stirred the pas- 
sions of men,, another 
vote was had, 


and the earlier verdict was reversed by 
about the same decisive 
figures. 


An extraordinary 
instance 
is de- 
scribed 
in the Revue Philosophique. 


The subject 
was a youth of twenty- 
six, born of a neuropathic 
family. He 
developed 
epilepsy 
in his thirteenth 
year, and the attacks 
seriously Im- 
paired his mental faculties, although 
his color sense, 
which had been 
re- 


markable since birth, remained uncom- 
monly acute. 
The human .yoiee had al- 


ways, it appears, 
represented 
colors to 


him—colors of a prism-like delicacy. 
Even the cries of animals were col- 
ored. Inthe case of.the human voice 
the most intense color impressions re- 
sulted from the sound of the spoken 
vowels. "A,"for example, gave the im- 
pression 
of light 
green, 
and 
other 


senses 
were affected as well. The Im- 


pressions 
succeeded 
and were merged 


into each other. Other vowel sounds 
produced these peculiar asociates— "e" 
was yellow,"v"dark green, "y" white, 
"1" black. 
The printed 
vowels pro- 


duced 
the same impressions, 
varying 
in vividness.—Harper's Weekly. 


Curiosities 
of the Senses. 


That impressions made on one of the 


senses 
may 
produce 
similar 
impres- 


sions on another sense is a fact whose 
observation has come within the expe- 
rience of many. 


The British first came into control in 


1803, when the Mahrattas were defeat- 
ed near Delhi by Lord Lake. When the 
sepoy mutiny broke out in 1857 Shah 
Mohammed 
Bahadour, 
then 
ninety 


years old, took command 
of the city 


and until the English again triumphed 
enjoyed the Imperial state to which be 
had long been a stranger. 


Delhi and Its History. 


Shah Jchan in 1(331 built the present 


city of Delhi, close to the old Delhi, 
and umde it the royal residence. 
The 


Mohammedans still call it Shabjebana- 
bad, 
the 
"city of 
the king of the 


world." Nadir Slinli, the Perslnn usurp- 
er, captured itin 1739, massacred 
thou- 


sands of the inhabitants and bore away 
plunder to the value of nearly $100,- 
000,000, including the famous 
peacock 


throne 
and 
the great 
Kohinoor 
dia- 


mond, now in the possession 
of the 
British crown.

ess

When in 


1834 the "standard" measure 
was de- 


stroyed by fire at the house of parlia- 
ment an attempt was made to restore 
it by the pendulum 
test, but pendu- 


lums, like barleycorns, were found not 
to agree.—London Chronicle. 


Unit* of llcmnrc 


Monkshood is a well known garden 


perennial, 
showy and consequential 
on 


account 
of its rank growth. Itgrows 


about four feet high, each stalk having 
a long Inflorescence. .The flowers are 
dark blue, the colored sepals generally 
mistaken for the petals. The upper one 
is vaulted, and from this the plant gets 
its common name, the sepal hooding the 
flower like a monk's cowl. Incultiva- 
tion there are many varieties of color. 


Among the old herbalists aconite, or 


monkshood 
(Aconitum napellus), 
was 


held in wholesome terror on account of 
its poisonous 
qualities, which are great- 


ly respected even in the present 
ItIs 
a valued mediclncof the pharmacopoeia. 
Great prejudice formerlyexisted against 
its use as a medicine internally. Stoerck 
first prescribed itfor rheumatism, and 
it is now known to be sedative to the 
heart and respiratory organs and to re- 
duce temperature. 
Itis a great medi- 


cine for fevers.
